May it Please yoitr Excellency, 

I respectfully beg to submit my Report, under the direction 
df the Right Honourable the Master of the Rolls, and pursuant 
to the 24th section of the Public Records (Ireland) Act, 1867, 
on the proceedings had during the year 1916 in connection with 
the Public Records of Ireland. 

1. The work of this Department continues to be seriously 
affected by the continuation of the War. Several members of 
the Staff joined His Majesty’s .Forces, as stated in the Forty- 
eighth Report, paragraphs 1 and 2. The survivors are still 
serving, and I am happy to report that they suffered no casualty 
during the year 1916. 

2. Mr.' Harold Thorp, a Glass I. clerk, ‘who had enlisted in 
the Royal Army Medical Corps, was specially mentioned for 
his distinguished service. 

3. Mr. M. J. Byrne, solicitor, Listowel, who had deposited 
here a volume, containing sixty-four Kerry maps made in the 
year 1697, was furnished, under Treasury sanction, with official 
copies of these maps without payment of any fees. 

4. This Office was occupied by the Sinn Feiners during the 
Dublin Rebellion, 24th — 30th ' April. The furniture, library 
books and Records were used to barricade the office windows 
and some of the gates in the courtyards. 

a 2 
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'fe. The Military recovered possession on Sunday, the 30th 
April. I inspected the Office and courtyards on the folio-wing 
day, and got special permission from the Garrison Adjutant, 
Dublin Castle, to bring in the Staff to replace the Records, 
books and furniture that had been removed. The furniture 
and windows had suffered considerable damage, and the bind- 
ings of several books belonging to the office library had been 
injured ; but the Records had suffered very little damage, and 
the loss to them was practically nil. 


6. The Staff began to assemble on the 2nd May, and came 
here in constantly increasing numbers on the. following- days: 
everything was restored to its place in three days. This was 
extremely fortunate, as it rained heavily for several days, com- 
mencing’ on the 5th May, and books or documents not protected 
from the storm -would have been badly injured. 

I am very pleased to testify to the efficient and untiring 
zeal of every member of the Staff in this trying emergency. 

7. The Office was open to the public on and after the 4th 
May, and although there was some discomfort until the com- 
pletion of the necessary repairs, work went on without a single 
hitch. 

8. A thorough examination was made of the Records, and 
it was very gratifying to find that the entire absolute loss was 
represented by the Will of a soldier. A few other documents 
were found missing, but it was possible to procure substitutes 
for them, and in these cases there was no absolute loss. A 
detailed list of these Records is printed as an Appendix to 
this Report. 

9. The issue of a " Guide to the Records in the Public 
Record Office of Ireland,” and the reprinting of the ‘‘Calendars 
of Fiants of the reigns of Henry VIII., Edward VI., Philip 
and Mary, and Elizabeth” have been delayed owing to the 
absence of the members of the Staff serving with His Majesty’s 
Forces, and also by the Dublin fire of April, 1916, which de- 
stroyed the premises of the Government Printers. The com- 
pletion of these Publications will be hurried on asjast as the 
stringent circumstances of the times will permit.

ARRANGEMENT AND PRESERVATION OF 
RECORDS. 

30. The collection of Records of the diocese of Dublin, re- 
ceived from the Land Commission, has been thoroughly exam- 
ined and re-arranged. 

31. Chancery Replications and Rejoinders are being separ- 
ated, made into files, re-labelled with parchment labels, and 
stamped. Of these, 26 bundles containing 171 files have been 
dealt with. 
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3-2. Lodgment and Payment Schedules, 1893-4, from the 
Office of the Accountant-General, have been checked, arranged, 
parcelled and labelled. 

33. Exchequer ^Pleadings (Equity), exclusive of Bills and 
Answers, 1643-1825, have been arranged into years. 

Considerable trouble has been taken to identify a collection 
of fragments of Equity-Exchequer Pleadings, 1670-1750. Some 
of these fragments have been restored to their proper series; 
others have been attached to the defective Records from which 
they had been torn, and in many cases it has thus been possible 
to complete defective Records. 

34. The Wills and Papers leading to Grants of Probate 
and Administration, 1894, have been checked, stamped, and 
arranged in dictionary order. 

35. Contentious Papers for portion of the year 1894 have 
been checked, flattened, stamped and arranged in dictionary 
order; and collections of these papers for several years, which 
had not been restored to their proper series, have now been 
interpolated; and Affidavits of Scripts, 1S58-70, have been 
wrapped in brown paper and re-labelled. 

36. The flattening and classifying of a small remnant of a 
former transfer from the office of the Clerk of the Crown and 
Peace, eo. Kerry, have been commenced. 

37. The Records in Bay 1A have been completely. re-labelled. 
Portions of the Records in six other Bays have been re-labelled. 

38. Twenty-eight bundles of Patents for Inventions have 
been stamped. 

39. Two Chancery Bills, 4 Chancery Fiants, 48 leaves of 
the Chancery Bill Book for 1691-1715, 2 Exchequer Bills, 5 
Exchequer Answers, 2,282 Census Returns, 200 leaves of the 
Register of the parish of Bromore, and 38 leaves of the parish 
of Ballyeaston have been repaired. Three Ordnance Maps 
have been mounted on linen and repaired ; and Rocque’s Map 
of the City and Suburbs of Dublin; 1756, has been repaired, 
mounted on linen, and framed. 

40. Four volumes of Parish Registers have been re-bound; 
36 volumes of miscellaneous Records and 27 volumes of the 
Census of 1851 have been bound; of the same Census 76 volumes 
have been partially bound, and 43 volumes have been checked 
and made ready for binding. 
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INDEXING AND. CALENDARING. 

41. Alt the material for the " Guide to the Records in the 
Public Record Office of Ireland ” has been collected, with the 
exception of the portion dealing' with the various collections of 
Diocesan Records, which are now being arranged : the work is, 
therefore, practically ready for printing. 

42. A Calendar to the Exchequer Memorandum Roll,, u.r.j. 
Hen. IV., by Mr. Chart, has been completed. 

43. A Calendar .has been prepared by Mr. F. Morrissey, 
Assistant Keeper, to portion of the Justiciary Roll ( Placita ), 
a.r.vj. & vij-, Ed. II. 

44. New Indexes to the collection ol the Crown Office, King’s 
Bench, and to the Crown and Peace Office collection, co. Clare, 
have been finished and engrossed. 

45. A new copy of the Detailed Index to' the Census Returns 
for the years 1821.-51 has been completed. 

40. A Draft Index to the portions of Master Murphy’s 
leases', which have been discovered, has been completed : Indexes 
to 20 Chancery Order Books have been checked. 

47. Progress has- been made towards making the Consoli- 
dated Index to the Calendars of Wills, Grants of Probates, 
Administrations, etc., for the years 1878-97. The names of 
the deceased, with the Registries and dates, have been extracted 
from the Calendars for 1885-90, inclusive, and from portions 
of the Calendars for 1891-3. 

PRINTING OF CALENDARS, INDEXES AND 
RECORDS. 

48. Previous to the rebellion of Easter, 191G, a portion of 
the “ Guide to the Records in the Public Record Office of 
Ireland ” had been set up in type to the extent of twenty- 
two galleys : this type was destroyed in the fire which consumed 
the premises of the Government Printers. The portion of the 
manuscript dealing with the Records of the Plea side of the 
King’s Bench and of the Common Pleas was destroyed at the 
same time, and it became necessary to re-write it. There was 
no difficulty in providing the Printers with duplicates of the 
first twenty-two galleys, and fourteen of these have now been 
re-set, but further printing lias been delayed at the request of 
the Stationery Office, on account of circumstances connected 
with the War. 

49. Similarly, 209 pages of a reprint of the “ Calendar of 
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the Fiants of the reign of Queen Elizabeth” had been set up 
in type; tins type was destroyed, and the further printing of 
the work has also been delayed.

60. The Chief Secretary’s Office Papers have been checked 
and put up in cartons; the Registered Papers in cartons 4753- 
4816, and the Convict Papers in cartons 4817-4831. 

The Maps and Books have been examined, labelled, and 
deposited. 

61. The “State of the Country” Papers, excluded from the 
Official Papers, Second Series, have been arranged in chrono- 
logical order, and put up in six cartons. They cover the period 
1790-1808, and form an important addition to contemporary 
papers of this class. 

62. Seventy-two pages (452-523) of the large MS. “ State 
of the Country ’ ’ Calendar have been indexed. 

63. Further progress lias been made with the arrangement 
and calendaring of the Official Papers, Second Series. The 
papers dealt with in 1916 occupy cartons 525-36, and cover the 
period, 1803-8. 

64. Grown . Solicitors’ Accounts and Papers, 1815-39, have, 
been catalogued. These documents have been extracted from 
various collections, and are now contained in seven cartons. 
They are part of a similiar collection for the years 1713-1848, 
already transferred to the Public (Record Office. 
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In 1842 the form of the Accounts became somewhat changed : 
Crown Solicitors then became salaried Officers, and ceased to 
be remunerated by “ Bills of Costs.’ 

65. Magistrates’ (Officers of Municipal Corporations) Elec- 
tions : Certificates and Papers, 1796-1842, similarly portion of 
a class for the years 1711-1816, already transferred to the Public 
Record Office, have been extracted from various collections and 
arranged : they occupy one carton. 

- 66. The Registered Papers of the Chief Secretary’s Office 

for the years 1818-20 have been extracted from various collec- 
tions. They have been compared with the Registers, and now 
occupy 23 cartons (592-614). ' 

Registration appears to have commenced in 1812, but the 
Registers previous to 1818 are now missing. 

67. Detached portions of several series have been restored 
to their places ; amongst these were papers belonging to the 
Registered Series, 1831-2, which filled five cartons. 

68. The following Books and Papers have been entered up 
in the General Index or Catalogue, viz. : —

• 09. The work of thoroughly filling the cartons containing 
Papers of the Chief Secretary’s Office has been continued. The 
Papers for 1831-44 have been cleaned, cheeked and placed in 
374 cartons. They previously occupied 478 cartons, and the 
sating in space and boxes is more than 20 per cent. 


70. The Searches for Government Departments during the 
year numbered 450. 

Applications for permission to inspect certain State Papers, 
supposed to exist, were made by Rev. Canon Lindsay and Rev. 
R. H. Murray, but these Papers could not he. found.
